~ Colonel Charles J. Glidden. telephone 
and aeronautical pioneer, died at his 
home here early today after an ill- 
ness of more than a month. He was 
70 years old. 

Col. Glidden’s death was caused by 
a growth on one of his lungs from 
which he suffered for more than a 
year. ' 
’ At one time he controlled one-sixth 

of the Bell Telephone system in the 
United States. When he retired in 
1900 he became interested in automo- 
biles and late: turned his attention 
‘to aeronautics. He served in the world 
war as an officer in the aviation sec- 
tion of the signal corps of the officers 
reserve corps. 


Col. Glidden started his career in 
1873 as manager of the Atlantic-Pa- 
cifie Telegraph company. In 1876 he 
inaugurated telephone experiments 
with Alexander Graham Bell between 
Boston and Manchester, N. He 
built private lines in Massachusetts 
and New Hampshire and in 1877 pro- 
cured the first subscriber in the world 
to an exchange system. This happen- 
ed in Lowell, his birthplace. 

He organized and was president and 
treasurer of a number of New England 
and western telephone companies. In 
1901, when he became interested in the 
development of automobiles and also 
aerial transportation, he made the 
first automobile trip around the world. 
It covered 46,528 miles and took him 
into 39 countries. He made numerous 
other trips abroad. 

He organized the Aerial Transpor- 
tation company, the first of its kind, 
to operate a line of airships between 
New York and Boston. 

Col, Glidden was extremely active 
in aeronautics. He made 42 balloon 
ascensions in the United States and 
four in England. He later took an 
active’ part in flying and continued to 
make flights up until a few years ago.

NW. GEORGIA COTTON 


Northwest Georgia cotton, compara- | 
tively free from the ravages of the 
boll weevil, which has severely dam- 
aged the crop in other sections of the 
state, is suffering markedly from dry 
weather, J. C. Maness, field agent 
of the board of entomology, reported 
upon his return from a week’s tour of 
the district around Rome and Cal- 
houn county. 

The migration season, during which 
the plant pests spread most rapidly, 
having developed to the flying stage, 
is at hand, the field agent said. They 
advance sometimes 60 to 75 miles a 
year during the flying season, he said. 

In the advance of the weevil from 
Texas to Georgia the spread was at 
the rate of about 50 to 60 miles yearly 
average, 

tn the northeastern part of the 
state, which Mr. Maness will visit 
next, he said the insects have been 
present for six weeks in Monroe, Hart- 
well and Hart counties. In Lincoln 
county the situation is “really seri- 
ous,” it was reported. 

Should there be an abundance of 
rain in north Georgia during the re- 
mainder of the cay serious insect 
damage yet may be done, the depart- 
ment announced. 

During a recent tour through south 
Georgia, Mr. Maness reported, he 
found approximately 50 per cent loss 
in Burke, Columbia and McDuffie 
counties, with less in TaliaferroxGreen 


and Morgan.

When former Governor Warren 
T. McCray was released, under 
parole, from the Atlanta federal 
penitentiary a few days ago, he said 
he would devote the remainder of 
his life in attempting a complete 
comeback in the confidence of his 
Indiana people, and in his personal 
finances. 

One opportunity now presents 
itself for a long step in restoring, 
the confidences of his people. 

Governor Jackson, who succeeded 
him in office, has been indicted on 
a.charge of offering McCray a bribe 
of $10,000 for a Single appoint- 
ment—that of prosecutor in one of 
the Indiana counties. 

This indictment was based upon 
the sweeping charges made by D. 
C. Stephenson, former grand dragon 
of the Indiana Ku Klux Klan—now 
serving a life sentence for murder— 
and for years the alleged dominat- 
ing power in Hoosier politics. 

McCray knows whether this 
charge against Governor Jackson is 
true or untrue. 

Even if it involves himself in a 
criminal way, he has alréady served 
almost three years on a federal 
charge of using the mails to™ de- 
fraud, and he can appease his con- 
science, and further “‘wash his sins 
away” by making a clean breast of 
everything. ; 

If the charge is true he will be 
compounding a felony if he refuses 
to disclose the facts. If untrue he 
Should not let such a shadow rest 
unjustly over his successor’s head. 


DAWES’ GRACEFUL TRIBUTE. 


Vice President Dawes is one of 
America’s greatest statesmen. He 
demonstrates it in his every act and 
every speech.

exhibits which will encourage further 
study without crowding the present 
school courses with new textbooks, 
so that by the end of the three-year 
period a complete course of instruc- 
tion will have covered the public 
school system of Georgia. 

And all of this without cost to the 
boys and girls who are to be the 
future home builders and home mak- 
ers of the state. 

The hearty indorsement of the state 
department -of education has been 
given to this project, and complete 
coordination will be mapped out for 
this great work in the cooperative ap- 
educational and (forestry depart- 
ments. 

In the campaign now to raise the 
funds for Georgia to qualify in this 
work, quotas have been laid for vari- 
ous communities and _ industries 
throughout the state. 

The total sought for the three-year 
period is $30,0000, and Atlanta citi- 
zens have been asked to contribute 
only $2,000 a year for three years, or 
a total of $6,000. 

This quota is so small, in compari- 
son with others that Atlanta raises 
each year, that the full amount should 
be provided in 24 hours.

and dental advisers. These two allu- 
sions to dentistry are the only refer- 
ence to the teeth in Dr. Farrand’s out- 
line (I printed the full outline here 
Oct. 11, 1926). They are enough to re- 
mind us that the conservation of the 
teeth is a factor of considerable im- 
portance in the maintenance of health. 
and further that modern dentistry is 
one of the essential fields of the art 
of medicine, and modern practitioners 
in this field are qualified members of 
a learned profession. Indeed, the 
schooling of the dentist is now the 
same in all the fundamental subjects 


as the schooling of the physician, ard 
if educational affairs were rightly 
conducted we shonld have no dental 
schools, but only medical schools, with 
proper post-graduate institutions 
where those medical graduates who 
might elect the practice of dentistry 
could receive the necessary additional 
technical training for that special 
field of practice.

I used to make the same prediction 
before we got the eighteenth amend- 
ment and the Volstead act, and ! sin- 
cerely believed what I said. 

Now, after these seven years of 
observation and experience, | know 
that I was mistaken. An¢ all my 
oratorical prohibition friends are sad- 
ly mistaken. They predict what they 
want. But they cannot get .t, be- 
cause the mechanism of the Ameri- 
can system of law and. government 
cannot produce it. 

The notion that this nation, with- 
out the growing of a new generation 
of citizens bred without alcoholic ap- 
petites and trained from its clouty 
to constitutional morality and rever- 
ence for prohibition, will ever become 
liquorless and carry a de-alcoholized 
flag. is the wild dream of the fiercest 
fanatic on the continent. 

If we are at any time soon to he- 
come a conspicuously temperate, so- 
ber and law-serving people. we must 
find a more rational and enforce- 
able law of prohibition than the Vol- 
stead act of today. 

It has been proven by plentiful ex- 
periences that the act is impractical 
and no permissible operation of gov- 
ernment can satisfactorily enforce it.

IS NOW PREDICTED. 

Detroit, September 11.—(/)—The 
annual international Gordon Beunett 
trophy race, which got under way here 
at 4 p. m. Saturday, tonight apparent- 
ly had developed into a nip and tuck 
race between a number of unidentified 
balloons reported being wafted toward 
the Florida coast. 

Under masterly piloting through 
variable winds with a general south- 
easterly trend the bags were report- 
ed passing over the Carolinas and 
converging toward the tip of the 
Flotida coast, which goal, if attained, 
would represent the maximum dis- 
tance possible from Detroit under pre- 
vailing weather trends. The further- 
most tip of the Florida coast is ap- 
proximately 1,180 miles by airline 
from the starting point here, a dis- 
tance: which has been surpassed only 
onee during the 16 years of the event. 

In 1915 M. Biennaime, French bal- 
loonist, piloted a bag from Stuttgart 
to Moscow, a distance of 1,358 miles, 
a world’s record which still stands. 

Lands in Carolina. 
M. Biennaime. piloting the French 


in 25 hours. 

The Belgian entry, Wallonia. was 
forced down near Greenville, 8S. C., 
after being in the air approximately 
27 hours and covering about 500 miles.

Ledori, was commented on as a mar- 
velous exhibition of piloting by race 
officials here tonight in view of the 
recalcitrant weather conditions. It 
is helieved the Belgica, piloted by 
Ernest De Muyter and Dr. George 
Le Gallee, also was in the group -e- 
ported over the Carolinas. De Muy- 
ter won the event in 1920 when it 
was held at Birmingham, taking his 
balloon from the Alabama city to 
Burlington, Vt.. a distance of 1,098 


miles.

received notification of the descents.

BOOK CENSORSHIP 
WILL BE ASSAILED 


BY CECIL OWEN. : 

Boston, September  11.—(United 
News.) —Massachusetts’ stringent cen- 
sorship law under which almost 100 
popular novels have been barred from 
Boston book stores is about to become 
the center of a battle between local re- 
formers and nationally-known authors 
and publishers. 

Incensed by suppression of their 
most notable novels in one of the 
largest book markets of the country. 
publishers are lining up behind au- 
thors in an attempt to have the state 
legislature pass a drastic amendment 
which would remove the teeth from 
the present stutute. 

Led by Boston litterati, a movement 
is under way to introduce in the next 
legislature an amendment which would 
cause a hook to be judged in its en- 
tiretv and not by a single passage. 

The erux of the campaign is the 
word ‘‘containing.’’ The present law 
fixes heavy penalties for anyone sell- 
ing a book “containing” matter judged 
to be obscene. This means that a sin- 
gle page or even ene sentence may con- 
demn a two-volume novel, as in the 
case of “An American Tragedy.”

Upper Classes 
Rapidly Dying, 
Says Protessor 


New Haven, Conn., September 11.— 
(United News.)—Discussing the Amer- 
ican birthrate in an article’ on “Our 
Biological Future,” in the October is- 
sue of the “Yale Review,” Dr. Ells- 
worth Huntington, research associate 


at Yale university, says the upper 
classes are rapidly dying out and the 
lower classes are rapidly increasing. 

In the past, Dr. Hufitington says, 
the upper classes have had at least 
as high a birthrate as the lower classes 
and a lower death rate, but today the 
reverse is true. 

He assigns economic pressure, in- 
dustrialism, cities, freedom from class 
distinction, freedom of divorce, im- 
provement of public health, growing 
desire cf self-expression and the cult} 
of feminism and birth contro] as the} 
principal factors to causé a reversal 
of the old conditions. 

“Some say the difference between 
the birthrates of the upper and lower 
classes portends a speedy disaster for 
civilization,” Dr. Huntington’s article 
reads. “Others hold that the present 
conditions are not dangerous ause 
of the growth of modern industry de- 
mands a constantly increasing percen- 
tage of people who are little more 
than machines.” 

It is Dr. Huntington’s opinion, how- 
ever, that what we need is not more 
brawn, but more brains. 

“Many persons believe that a new 
apper class, as good as the old, is con- 
stantly being built up by recruits from 
the lower classes,” he said. 

Basing his conclusion on data as 
to children in “Who’s Who in Amer- 
ica,” Dr. Huntingtow believes that 
people who rise from the lower to the 
upper classes are biologically less vig- 
orous than those of the same type 
who were -born in the upper 
classes. They not only refrain from 
marriage, prefer to be childless though 
married, or to have small families, but 
they do all of those things in a great- 
er degree than the people who were 
born in the upper classes, he says.

In a letter to Secretary Mellon, 
made public today, Orville S. Poland, 
head of the New York league’s legal 
department, declared Mr. Lowman Fs 
right “in #he present controversy.” 

“Lowman fell out with the league 
almost immediately after his appoint- 
ment when he removed Major Mills 
as a result of disclosures that boot- 
legger suspects were beaten and tor- 
tured to cémpel confessions. 

“Lowman's obligation is to enforce 
the law in the 48 states of the nnion— 
not 47,” said Mr. Poland in his letter. 

“The official acts of the governor 
of the state of New-York are not 
sacrosanct. When he used his influ- 
ence in behalf of the repeal of the 
Mullan-Gage law and when he signed 
that repeal Governor Smith did his 
official best to make New York a 
paradise for the bootleggers of Amer- 
ica.”
